senate refused to confirm his sucoeseor, 
This was the law during tho latter part of 
Johnson's administration. 
But when 


Urant became president there was a dis- 
position in concri'SP to do away with the 
harshness of chat lnw, Tho house passed 
a repealing bill, but tho senate would not 
ooucur in all tbo iwvi&ioiis of tbo bill. 
A conference ~vo,a had, ami after acme 
delay an 'agreement was reached, ami the 
bill was passed, bill, then there was wrang- 
ling as to tho true meaning of the'law 
when it was enacted. 
It was hold by 


tho house that tho senate gavo up all 
power to retain an oflicer in office or 
restore him to office by refusing to con, 
firm tho one appointed to fill his place1 


Mr. Elaine gave the law this construc- 
tion: so did General Logan; who was 
then in the house; oud so did Senators 
Howe and Doolittle oC this state and 
many other prominent republican sena- 
te rs. 


Tho new law was tho product of a joint 


conference of tho two bouses of congress, 
and as it is very brief, the Gazette puh- 
lishes it in full: 


SEO. 8.7GS. During any recess"of the 


senate, the president is authorized, in 
his discretion, to suspend any civil ollicer 
appointed by and with tho consent of the 
Bouate, except judges of tho courts of tha 
United States, until tho end of tho next 
session ot tho senate, nsd to designate 
some suitable person, subject to bo re 
moved, iu his discretion, by tho designa- 
tion of another, to perform tho duties ot 
Such suspended ofticer in tho meantime; 
and tho serson so designated shall take 
the oath and give the bouds required by 
law 
to bo taken aud given by the 


suspended officer, and 
shall, 
during 


the 
time ho performs the 
duty of 


such, officer, be entitled to tho salary and 
emoluments of the office, no part of 
irhich shall belong to tho offioar sus- 
pended. 
Tho president shall, within 


thirty days after the .commencement of 
each session of the senate, except for any 
office which in his opinion ought not to 
bo tilled, nominate persons to fill all 
vacancies in office which existed at the 
meeting of tho fouate, whether tem- 
porarily or not, and also in tho place of 
all officers suspended; and it tho senate 
daring such session shall refuse to ad- 
vise and consent to au appointment in 
the place of any suspended officer, then, 
and not otherwise, tho president shall 
nominate another person as soon as prac- 
ticable, tj tho same session ot tho senate 
for tho office. 


This law did Boom to give room for 


differences of opinion as to its true mean- 
ing, but the house interpretation of tho 
act was that a suspended officer could 
not return to hie office in case the senate 
refused to confirm the appointment of a 
eucessor. l?ive republican members ot 
tlio house who voted for this interpreta- 
tion aro now senators—Allison, ot Iowa; 
Onllom aud Legan, ot Illinois, Hale, ot 
Maine; and Sawyor, of Wisconsin. [With 
the history of that discussion aiid ruling 
fresh in tho mind, it is not hkely that 
these five senators will now vote con- 
trary to their convictions iu 1S09. It is a 
fact worthy of note that a suspended 
offluer had.never been restored to offioo 
under a republican president, and it is 
not probable that OLO will be restored 
under a democratic president. 


Thus do the weight of authority and 


the balance of common sense tuko issue 
•with the Ohioago Journal on tho position 
it occupies regarding suspended officers 
when, the senate refuses to confirm a 
democratic appointee.
